SUBJECT 
is 36 years old and was born on September lit, 1928. suaJcux is presently 
employed as the Head Waiter and the employer shows to be the CLUB BALI 
HAI located at S^l-OO D OUGLAS Street Dallas, Texas. SUBJECT has been 
employed by the Club "since 1959. SUBJECT owns and drives a 13§S^

registered to the SUBJECT at the above"listed address. 

SUBJECT came to Dallas in 1956 from AUSTIN, TEXAS which is 
t.houo-ht to be his home town. After coming to Dallas SUBJECT was 
employed as Head Waiter at the KINGS CLUB in 1956 and after that at 
the CENTUET HOOM in the ADOLPHUS HOTEL in 1956 and remained there 
until 1959 when he moved to his present employment. 

SUBJECT has lived at the following addresses in Dallas, Texas 
since 1956,319 North Winnetka, 2325 Amego, ShjiZ Southern Oaks Apart- 
ment C, 1912 Llewellyn, and 1923 Llewellyn Apartment B. 

SUBJECT is the son of JOHN BALDOZA. JOHN BALDOZA presently 
resides in AUSTIN, TEXAS but his current address is unknown^j 
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Indices of the ■'^ecords Bureau of the Dallas Police Department 
were checked by HAHH Vfith negative results. 'Indices of the Identification 
Bureau of the Dallas Police Department were checked by CEOSSLAND 
with negative results. Indices of the Dallas County Sheriff's office 
Hecords and I. D. Bureaus were checked by ALBRIGHT with negative 
results. Indices of the files at DUNH AND BRADSTHEET were checked 
by ROGEHS with negative results. Indices of the Traffic Section of 
the Dallas Police Department Records Bureau reveal that SUBJECT paid 
a S2.00 fine in Corporation Court for making an improper turn on 
Demember 3, I962. That on May 12, I963 SUBJECT had a no operators 
license quashed in Corporation Court. That SUBJECT paid a S5.00 fine 
in Corporation Court on November 8, 1963 for failure to dim headlights. 

T-1 was contacted and stated that SUBJECT has had a file in 
their office since 19^7 in AUSTIN, TEXAS and that the file was trans- 
fered to Dallas January 26, 1956. T-1 stated that SUBJECT has always 
had trouble paying his bills and that he is bad about borrowing money : . > 
from finance companies. T-1 further stated that SUBJECT is presently 
getting all of his bills paid as he is attempting to purchase a home. 

SUBJECT was checked thru thenDallas County District Clerks 
Office and it was found that no Civil Litigation is or ever was 
pending against him in Dallas County, Texas.
